Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to: 

- The various elements in the claims must be labeled with numerals and to be discussed in 
detail in the specification. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the suction hook in claim 9, the 
colored biner hook in claim 10 must be shown or th^ feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No 
new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended."

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in tiie art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 4, 5, 9, 10, and 18 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The original disclosure filed 1 1/17/2003 does not teach the new matters as 
set forth in the preliminary amendment dated 12/29/2003: the device being dyed various colors 
(claim 4), the edges being used to avoid fraying (claim 5), the suction hook (claim 9), the color 
biner (claim 10), and the specificity with respect to the use of the device as set forth in claim 18. 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 4-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The claims are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and fimctional or operational 
language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and positively 
specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to present a 
complete operative device. Note the format of the claims in the patents cited. 

Furthermore, the claims fails to set forth the claimed subject matter. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

9. Claims 4, 6, 7, 1 1, 12-18. rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Stoffo 

I 

(5060943). Stoffo teaches a square chamois device (col. 2, In. 15). 
Regarding claim 6, note the O ring at portion 20. 
Regarding claim 1 1, note the logo 26. 

Regarding claims 12 and 18, with respect to the use to dry sunglasses by wrapping 
around the shade, the device in Stoffo is capable of the intended use. It is noted that a recitation 
of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the 
claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from 
the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the 
claim. 

10. Claims 6, 7, 10-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ortega et 
al. (20030233717). Ortega teaches a device with an O ring,and a hook (clip 108) as claimed. 

Regarding claims 12 and 18, with respect to the use to dry sunglasses by wrapping 
around the shade, the device in Stoffo is capable of the intended use. It is noted that a recitation 
of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the 
claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from 
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the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the 
claim. 

Regarding claims 12-17, the functionalities of these claims do not impart any structure 
over the device in Ortega. 

11. Claims 4, 1 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Jones 
(6849135) (2003/0213080). Jones teaches a device comprising a square chamois (pg. 3, para. 
30). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

12. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

13. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Jones in view of 
Goers et al. (6835437) or Garza (5836034) or Shaler (2676402). It would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art to provide the edge with "v" shape cuts to avoid fraying (note the 
teachings of Shaler with respect to serrated cuts at col. 1, In. 23) and/or to provide the desired cut 
edge, 

14. Claims 8 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over either 
Stoffo or Ortega in view of Westwood, III (5913479). It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to provide a plastic snap hook in either Stoffo or Ortega as taught by 
Westwood to provide an altemative clip. 

It is noted the various hook in Westwood are "biner" hooks as claimed.

15. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over either Stoffo or 
Ortega in view of Dretzka (20030201369). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art to provide suction hook in either Stoffo or Ortega to provide an alterative attachment 
device.
